The Rey. Dr. Miley, in a

him, The spirit which had 
moved the world took its 
flight so peacefully, that all 
who were there, except the 
angels who were waiting for 
it, were in doubt if it had de- 
parted.

It was by the soft 
and beautiful transition of 
the prayers that we were 
reminded that we had before 
us only the noble body of 
O'Connell, as if listening, 
hushed in attention, for the 
summons to a glorious im- 
mortality.’’ And, in a subse- 
quent letter dated the 17th, 
he says, ‘* The dignitaries of 
the church of Genoa attended 
round his death-bed; the 
dirge, or office of the dead, 
was kept up perpetually day 
and night by the Francis- 
cans of the great church of 
the Annunziata. The Jesuit 
fathers came and prayed be- 
side his sick bed—the church 
bells tolled solemnly from his 
hour of agony till the removal 
for enibhsinbent took place. 
This morning the solemn 
votive mass was celebrated 
by the whole chapter; _to- 
morrow the same; on Wed- 
nesday the grand mass a 
musica with catafalque at the 
grand altar, and the chapels 
lighted with waxlights, the 
wHble church hung in black, 
and masses at the four-and- 
twenty altars—then the body 
embalmed is to be deposited 
temporarily in a separate 
chapel till we return from 
leaving the heart at the 
tombs of the apostles.” 

Daniel O'Connell was born 
in 1774, at Carhen, situate 


about a mile from the present post town of Cahir- 
civeen, at the head of the harbour of Valentia, 
His childhood and boyhood passed at his birth- 
place, with the exception of visits, sometimes of 
considerable length, to Darrynane, then the seat of 
his father’s elder brother, Maurice O'Connell, who, 
being childless, adopted his nephews, Daniel and 
Maurice. 


Mr, O'Connell on all occasions, when speaking 
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of the subject either in public or private, pointed 
out with gratification to what he deemed an ho- 
nourable ancestry. According to his own state- 
ment he was a true Milesian and the lineal de- 
scendant of one of the ancient Irish kings; others say 
that his real name was Connell, and that the prefix 
of the O’ with the family armorial bearings were 
pieces of false heraldry, the assumption of which 
was unwarrantable. Further, his enemies have, 
indeed, more than once described him as being the 
grandson of a Cahirciveen tradesman, who acquired 
a large property by the sale of illicit spirits. But 
these injurious reports are without any foundation 
in truth. Without, however, entering turther upon 
such ungracious subjects, it may be stated that at 
the present day, the O’Connells are a most numer- 
ous class, branches of the Darrynane family being 
the holders of appointments in our army, navy, and 
civil service, both at home and abroad. 

In 1802 Mr. O’Connell married his cousin 
Mary, daughter of Edward O'Connell, a physician 
resident in the neighbourhood of Tralee. By this 
lady, who died about twelve years since, he had 
issue Maurice O’Connell, M.P. for Tralee, who 
succeeds to the family property ; Morgan, late 
M.P. for Meath, and now Registrar of Deeds in 
the Prerogative Court, Dublin (this gentleman 
was for some time an officer in the Austrian ser- 
vice); John, M.P. for Kilkenny; Daniel, M.P. 
for Dundalk ; a daughter, Ellen, married to Chris- 
topher Fitzsimon, Esq., late M.P. for the county 
Dublin, and now Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper, 
Treland; Elizabeth, married to Captain W. J. 
French, one of the stipendiary magistrates of the 
county Roscommon, who died suddenly about five 
years since; and Catherine, married to Charles 
O'Connell, Esq., of the county Clare.

JENNY LIND AT HOME, 
BY MISS THOMASINA ROSS. 
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(Continued and concluded.) 


On her arrival in Paris, the first visit she made 
was to Garcia, to whose especial attention she was 
recommended by letters from persons of the highest 
rank in Stockholm. A feeling of feverish anxiety 
took possession of her when she found herself in 
the presence of the master on whose judgment her 
future destiny depended. Garcia received her 
kindly, She sang, and he listened without a word 
or a gesture indicative either of admiration or dis- 
approval. When she had ended,-he said to her 
calmly, “My good girl, you have no voice! 
These fatal words overwhelmed poor Jenny with 
dismay. ‘‘Or,’’ pursued Garcia, correcting him- 
self, ‘I should rather say that you have had a 
yoice, and that you are now on the point of losing 
it. It appears to me that you have been singing 
too much, or that you began to sing at too early 
an age; but, be that as it may, your organ is 
strained and worn out. As to my giving you les- 
sons, that is quite out of the question. The only 
advice I can offer is to recommend you not to sing 
a note for at least three months; after that time 
come to me again, and then we will see what can 
be done.”” Such was the small amount of encou- 
ragement which Jenny Lind received on her first 
visit to the eminent master on whom rested all her 
pro‘essional hopes. : 2 

She passed three months in deep retirement, 
secluded from all society, in that weariness of 
solitude which is often so heavily felt in the midst 
of a populous and busy capital, especially in Paris. 
“I lived on my tears and on the recollection of my 
home,’”’ she was once heard to remark when al- 
luding to this melancholy period of her sojourn in 
Paris. Nevertheless, her energetic spirit hore her 
up, and no consideration would have, induced her 
to return home without giving Garcia an oppor- 
tunity of forming his opinion from a second hearing, 
At the expiration of the three months he declared 
her voice to be so far improved that she might begin 
to take lessons. . 

She was unable to continue longer than nine or 
ten months under the tuition of Garcia, and her 
marvellous advancement during that interval bore 
ample evidence of the laborious course of study 
and practice to which she devoted herself. Among 
Garcia’s pupils who at that time received their 
lessons in company with Jenny Lind was F ele 
Nissen, a young German singer, She possesse 
a powerful and finely-toned voice ; but she was 
devoid of talent, and she made but little adyance- 
ment. Garcia often remarked that ‘ If Jenny 
Lind possessed Fraiilein Nissen’s voice, or if the 
latter had Jenny Lind’s talent, he could make 

one or the other the greatest singer in Europe. 
Though Jenny herself composed the cadences and 
ornaments for the airs she studied, and Garcia 
thought them so good that he copied them, yet he 


~ 


After she had been about a year in Paris, she 


unexpectedly received a visit from one of her 
countrymen (a musical composer of some reputa- 
tion). He urged her to hasten her return to 


Stockholm, where the public and the manager of 


the Opera were alike anxiously looking for her 


arrival. Through this Swedish composer Jenny 


Lind was introduced to Meyerbeer, whose correct 


and penetrating judgment enabled him to discern 


the pearl that lay hidden in the shell. The only 
point respecting which the eminent composer felt 
doubtful was whether her flute-like voice, so 
exquisitely delicate in a room, would be found 
sufficiently powerful to fill a large theatre. 'To 
ascertain this fact he arranged a performance in 
the Opera-house, where Jenny Lind sang and 
acted three grand sceni, selected from the operas of 


‘Robert,’ ‘*Norma,’’ and the ‘“ Freischiitz.’”’ 


Her performance was so effective that Meyerbeer 
was quite enchanted, and congratulated himself on 
having discovered a singer of such rare merit. He 
immediately proposed to engage her for the Opera 
at Berlin. But she felt an unconquerable desire 
to return to her country; besides, she had given 
her promise to the manager at Stockholm, and no 
consideration of pecuniary advantage could induce 
her to break that promise. 


On her reappearance in her native city Jenny 


Lind enjoyed the triumphant reward of her perse- 
vering efforts. She was found to be a perfect mis- 
tress in vocal execution, and an admirable actress. 
Her voice had marvellously improved in strength 


and quality, and it was universaily admitted that 
its tone was the more pure and beautiful when 
exerted to fill an extended space. If before her 
departure for Paris Jenny Lind had been the 
favourite, she was now the pride of her fellow- 
countrymen; and the admiration excited by her 
talents was enhanced by the respect inspired by 
her private virtues. 

Meyerbeer, who, when he heard her in Paris, 
had been impressed with the conviction that at no 
very distant period she would become the first 
singer of her day, invited her to go to Berlin for 
the opening of the Opera-house. Her friends 
urged her to accept the invitation, which they 


justly regarded as the highest compliment that 


could be rendered to her talents. In August, 1844, 


she proceeded to Dresden, where Meyerbeer was 


then residing, and busily engaged in the compo- 
sition of his last new opera. Her time was now 
divided between the necessary communications 


with Meyerbeer in reference to her part, and the 


study of the German language, with which she 
was previously unacquainted. She had not been 


more than four weeks in Dresden when she re- 


ceived a pressing invitation to return to Sweden, 
where the cedat of her talent was required to aid in 
the solemnity of the King’s coronation. As it was 


‘generally understood to have been Jenny Lind’s 
intention to pass the winter in Berlin, some of her 
most ardent admirers in Sweden began to be fear- 


ful of losing her altogether, thinking it probable 


she might not return to Stockholm, With the 


view of inducing her to pledge herself not to quit 
that capital, several eminent bankers agreed to de- 
posit annually a certain sum of money, which, at 
the expiration of ten years, should be at her dis- 
posal, and thus to secure to her a considerable 
income, . 

Jenny Lind was deeply sensible of this proof of 
the respect and attachment of her countrymen, but 
she had given her promise to go to Berlin, and in 
her upright mind a promise was sacred. Such is 
the confidence inspired by her integrity and love 
of truth, that the managers of the Stockholm Opera 
have never required more than her promise in rati- 
fying anagreement. She is never called on tosign 
any contract, nor is she subject to any fine; and yet, 
when absent on a foreign engagement, no consider- 
ation would induce her to prolong her stay beyond 
the period stipulated for her return. If urged to 
enter into any new engagement which would delay 
her beyond the promised time, her simple answer 
is—‘* I must go, I have given my word.” 

In the autumn of 1844 Jenny Lind arrived in 
Berlin, where Meyerbeer received her with truly 
parental kindness. But neither the encouraging 
approbation of that celebrated man, nor the wel- 
come reception she experienced from all who knew 
her, could render her insensible to the difficulty of 
the ordeal she was about to undergo in appearing 
before a Berlin audience. A painful nervous 
anxiety took possession of her, and she was overcome 
by a feeling of self-distrust as the time approached 
when she was to be judged by the fastidious and 
vigorous laws of musical taste in Berlin, These m's- 
givings were increased by her imperfect knowledge

which, like an evil one, has seated itself at the 
head of his corpse, for the ostensible purpose of 
distorting his past history, and making him nor 
more nor less than a monster in whom some 
few very dubious virtues are overlaid by an in- 
credible amount of vice, In such a case the con- 
tradictions are, as may be supposed, sufficiently 
numerous ; and they serve, more than any other 
specialty of the argument, to confirm the presiding 
animus, 

O'Connell, we are given to understand, was a 
sincere patriot ; but, at the same time, a liar from 
the beginning. His agitation had been of signal 
benefit to the institutions of his country, and yet he 
was the proximate cause of famine, beggary, and 
infamously dependent servility ; and, again, this 
same servile degradation is the most hopeful and 
promising condition for the long - persecuted, 
fever-stricken Celt ! 

We confess that to reconcile all this with common 
sense passes the utmost resources of any little 
logic which its perusal may have left us master of ; 
in truth, we never before remember an infliction of 
so much sound and fury, signifying nothing. There 
is only one point in which we agree with this 
harsh and inconsecutive commentator, and that 
is, what we believe to be the fact, that O’Connell 
never scriously contemplated a repeal of the legis- 
lative union, But he calculated wisely that, to en- 
sure certain conditions of success, he must, like 
the cat, put out his paw far enough. 

And who, when health and strength permitted, 
who, in ancient or modern times, can stand a com- 
parison with him for untiring energy, both of 
speech and action, in his country’s cause? Neither 
Cromwell nor Napoleon, both possessing similarity 
of talent, ever laboured half so assiduously as he 
did, or with half the regularity. And he achieved 
much—much that will develop its fruits hereafter. 

It was said of one of the ancients that no act of his 
admirable life was so honourable to him as that of 
leaving it; and the same may be said of O’Connell. 
He died broken-hearted at the dreadful visitation 
which had befallen his country ; a visitation which 
none foresaw—which none could have foreseen. 
Farewell, great statesman, lawyer, orator, patriot ! 
The fool will have his gibe, but it cannot reach 
thee now; and the great and wise, regardless of 
mere political differences of opinion, will ever 
tread lightly on thine ashes. By this shall they 
be known!

‘The prices of food are univer- 
sally lower. Enormous supplies are preparing for 
us both in America and Europe, and the prospect 
of an abundant harvest is everywhere indicated, 


We read in some papers that certain farmers have 
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120s, to 160s. a quarter ; and that certain northern 
merchants have, while thousands have been perish- 
ing around them, kept their warehouses filled to 
the brim throughout our long winter, and did of 
latecontemplate sending their corn back to the Baltic, 
so as to realize the higher price that there pre- 
vailed. Now, if there be one creature on God's 
earth more iniquitous than another, it is the man 
who, dealing in famine prices, rides ‘‘red-wat- 
shod’”’ over the dying and the dead around him, 
without a thought of pity, a tear, or a single com- 
punction. Nor can we see why the law might not 
constitutionally reach traffickers such as these.

The certainty of the death of Mr. O’Connell was 
known through Dublin, at an early hour on Tues- 
day morning, through the medium of the Paris jour- 
nals. ‘There was to have been a meeting of the Re- 
peal Association at Conciliation-hall this day; but 
none took place in consequence of this intelligence. 
The following notice was posted on the doors of the 
building :— 

“Alas! alas! O'Connell is no more! The associa- 
tion will meet on to-morrow morning, at two o’clock, 
to issue an address to the people of Ireland on this 
most awful and disastrous calamity.”’ 

There were numerous groups about the doors, all 
engaged in expatiating on this great event, and the 
subject was everywhere on almost every one’s lips, 

Tuesday being the usual day of meeting, the Town 
Council assembled. The Lord Mayor presided, On 
the. motion of Mr. Cornelius Macloughlin, seconded 
by Mr. Thomas Kirwan, it was resolved, in conse- 
quence of the death of Mr. O’Connell, and as a mark 
of respect to the memory of that great man, to whom 
the country owed so much, that the corporation should 
adjourn for three weeks. 

His Excellency the Earl of Clarendon was to be 
sworn in before the Lords Justices and Privy Council, 
at three o’clock on Wednesday last. 

In consequence of the very recent death of the Earl 
of Besborough, there will be no public entry. On 
arriving at Kingstown, his Excellency will proceed to 
the Castle in his private carriage. 

His Excellency intends, before the close of the 
week, to return to London for a short time, in order 
tomake arrangements previous to taking up his abode 
at the Castle. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin has issued an order si- 
milar to that lately made by the Mayor of Cork under 
the 59th Geo.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE. 

We need but briefly notice the due arrival of the 
Paris journals of Tuesday’s date. Their contents are 
of no political interest whatever. Most of their 
leading articles refer to a pending discussion in the 
Chamber of Deputies on a proposition made by M. 
Glais Bizoin for introducing a uniform postage of 
twenty centimes on single letters throughout France. 
On Monday, when the debate commenced, four mem- 
bers of various parties opposed the measure, which 
only two defended. Although warmly advocated by 
the majority of the journals, M. Guizot and his col- 
leagues were believed to have, owing to the present 
state of the finances, determined on resisting any 
change in the existing postage rates, and it could 
scarcely be doubted that M. Glais Bizoin’s proposition 
would be rejected. 

The Chamber of Peers were occupied on Tuesday 
on subjects possessing no general interest. ‘The dis- 
cussion on the Postal Reform Bill was resumed in the 
Deputies, but nothing of novelty in the shape of ar- 
gument was brought forward, the supporters of the 
measure urging its immediate adoption as a great 
public benefit, and its opponents declaring that in the 
present financial state of the country it would neither 
be wise nor prudent to incur the risk of any falling off 
in the revenue. ‘The Minister of Finance opposed 
the measure on the ground of inopportuneness, and 
expressed the strongest doubts of the correctness of 
the predictions of the advocates of the bill with regard 
to the probable increase in the number of letters in the 
event of the bill being adopted. 

The Courrier Francais has the following :—‘‘ A 
letter from ‘Tahiti informs us ofa fact which deserves 
to be related. When Queen Pomaré, after her con- 
ference with M. Bruat, was solemnly proclaimed, a 

reat number of English families made preparations 
or their departure, in order not to live under the pro- 
tectorate of France. They were expected to leave the 
island in the course of a few days. The Methodist 
missionaries, on their part, do not abandon the field, 
but remain at their post. They asked the comman- 
dant of the English station to nominate, provisionally, 
a consul in the island, in order to protect English 
subjects; but the admiral zeplted that he could not 
take upon himself to do such a thing, and that he 
would refer the matter to the Government.”’ 


SPAIN. 


Madrid journals of the 19th, confirm the account 
given of the visit of the Ministers to the Prado, to 
request the King to return to Madrid, and reside there 
with the Queen; but it appears that their mission was 
a fruitless one. A private letter says :— 

“The King declared that he would live in the Pa- 
lace with the Queen only on the following conditions : 
—A total reform of the household; the banishment of 
certain persons, who he says are his personal ene- 
mies; and the full exercise of his attributions as King 
in the interior of the Palace. As the Queen, who is 
of a most determined and resolute character, had not 
given her Ministers the power to make any conces- 
sion, but had, on the contrary, declared that she would 
not be dictated to in the exercise of her royal au- 
thority, the Ministers could not bring about even the 
show of reconciliation that they wanted to effect. M. 
Salamanca recommended the King to bear in mind 
that, as the first subject of the Queen, he owes the 
example of obedience; but Don Francis replied, ‘I 
also have my rights.’ An effort will now be made to 
induce the Queen to make an overture of reconcilia- 
tion; but this will be a very difficult task, for of all 
the persons on earth she is the most obstinate when 
she thinks she has right and reason on her side, 
There is a pretty general report here that she is in 
an interesting situation; but as yet there is nothing 
official to confirm the statement. The quarrel be- 
tween the royal pair has a sad effect upon affairs ge- 
nerally. The ‘Three per Cents. are nominally at only 
30}, and it is difficult to effect sales even at that price. 
The accounts from the provinces are not very favour- 
able tothe Montemolinists. The Queen, too, contrives 
to keep up the devotedness of the army by patriotic 
speeches to some of her generals, which soon find their 
way to the public. The other day, alluding to the 
Conde de Montemolin, she said, ‘I hate men who 
have not the courage to show themselves in the field. 
Let him come here and place himself at the head of 
his partisans. He will find me ready to meet him at 
the head of my troops, and, woman as I am, to defend 
my rights sword in hand.’ ”’ 


INDIA AND CHINA. 


Despatches have been received in anticipation of 
the overland Calcutta mail.

They have been enlarged and materially 
improved since last year, and in the present genial 
weather presented a scene of floral splendour and 
luxuriance, A very imposing entrance, surmounted 
by a figure of Momus, has been erected at the river 
side, on the model of the gate at the Jardin de Mabille 
in Paris; and that celebrated pleasure-garden has also 
been successfully imitated in some other particulars. 
Another remarkable feature is the Grand Pagoda 
Orchestra, It is ornamented in the most profuse and 
gorgeous manner, and is surrounded by a vast circular 
platform, intended to be used as a Casino d’ Eté or al 
Jresco Salle de Danse, and is capable, it is said, of 
affording full space for the mazy movements of 4000 
dancers st the same time. Lavender bowers, Chinese 
walks, trees illuminated with jets of gas, and flower- 


beds glittering with coloured lamps, are among the 
other attractions of the grounds. The most remarkable 
feature connected with the opening féte was the ascent 
of Mr. Green in a new balloon, which, in honour of 
having made its first voyage on the anniversary of her 
Majesty’s natal day, has been named ‘The Victoria.” 

Colosseum.—This establishment has been open for 
the reception of visitors. A considerable number have

attended, but few, if any, of the working classes were 
amongst the spectators., The price, although reduced, 
still keeps the interesting views of this establishment 
beyond the reach of the artsian and humble trades- 
man. 

Diorama.—VYhe Diorama, Regent’s-park, has been 
visited by several persons. ‘lhe exhibition contains 
the representation of the interior of St. Mark’s at 
Venice, and a view of Tivoli, near Rome. Both repre- 
sentations are extremely interesting, and well desery- 
ing of a visit. 

The British Museum.—In consequence of the fine- 
ness of the weather attracting the holiday-makers to 
the out-of-door amusements, the number who visited 
this establishment was not so great as at Easter. The 
great source of attraction at this place was the new 
hall and staircase, which excited the admiration of all. 
The people were well conducted and orderly, and ren- 
dered the attendance of extra constables to preserve 
regularity unnecessary. 

The National Gallery.—At this place the heat, from 
the number of visitors who pay their annual visit to 
this receptacle of the fine arts, was almost insuffer- 
able. All the pictures had their admirers, but the 
greatest admiration was bestowed upon the recently- 
acquired picture by MRaffaelle of ‘The Knight's 
Vision.” 

The Royal Academy, &¢.—The Royal Academy and 
the other exhibitions devoted to the annual show of 
what has been done by our native artists during the 
past twelve months were well attended. 

The Tower of London.—This national exhibition, 
With its jewel-room and armoury, was well patronized 
by the holiday folks, the reduction in the price of ad- 
mission being the cause of so many people visiting it. 

Boolagical Gardens, Regeni’s Park.—The public 
were admitted to these gardens without obtaining 
fellows’ orders, merely by paying the customary price 
of admission. ‘The consequence was, that a greater 
number of parties paid than would have been the case 
had they to seek first for members’ orders and pay 
afterwards. We understand that the same privilege 
will be extended to the public during,the holidays. 
The Whitsun Fairs.—On Monday the fair annually 
held in Greenwich at this season commenced. 
Richardson’s theatre and Algar’s Crown and Anchor 
booth, as usual, were the principal objects of attraction. 
A host of minor entertainments were also on the 
ground, The town and fair were crowded throughout 
the day with visitors from the metropolis who arrived 
byrailway and steam-boat, the former bringing its living 
freight every twelve, and the latter every ten, minutes, 
A large fair was also held on Stepney-green, the prin- 
cipal features at which were Wombwell’s menagerie, 
Clark’s equestrian circus, and three theatres (John- 
son’s, Peterson’s, and Frazier’s), This fair also had 
its Crown and Anchor booth, upwards of 400 feet long. 
More than two hundred thousand persons visited this 
fair during the day. Fairs were also held at Wands- 
worth, Chalk-farm, and the Chalk-road, Islington, all 
of which received a fair share of public patronage. ‘The

Madame Tussaud.— Several hundred persons vi- 
sited this talented lady’s exhibition ; indeed from the 
time the doors were opened until late in the afternoon 
the large room was densely crowded. Several ad- 
ditions have recently been made to the collection ; 
amongst the figures are Pope Pius IX. in full cos- 
tume, Henry VII., andJames I. in the splendid costume 
of the period. The new magnificent ventilating dome, 
which has been erected at a cost of £700, was greatly 
admired by the company.

One of the rural police recently apprehended a 
young Irishman at Lochgilphead, Argyllshire, for 
stealing some shirts from a farmhouse in Graignish, 
where he had lodged the night previous.

lowed her ‘* soldier laddie” from that place to Glas- 
gow in male attire, got enlisted in the same regiment, 
but on her sex being discovered was sent to the right 
about; on which she took to work in and about Glas- 
gow, and on the harvest field, &c., and ultimately 
joined the Cambria steamer, in which she twice 
crossed the Atlantic as cook; but on the last home- 
ward-bound passage she was sent before the mast, in 
consequence of which she left the ship, and found her 
way to this quarter, and engaged herself to a coun- 
tryman of her own, who is in the stoneware trade, 
with whom she served as cartman, boatman, or bas- 
ketman. Wearying of this life also, she decamped, in 
the absence of both master and mistress, taking with 
her a well-stored basket of glasses, which she sold at 
low prices through the country till she perished the 
pack, She then enlisted at Inverary, where, after a 
night’s carouse and good lodgings, the party found 
themselves minus their recruit in the morning, she 
having managed to make her escape, but has now 
been apprehended for the above theft. She goes over 
her history since she adopted the tights (now twelve 
months), Without a blush, and with the greatest 
fluency. She is rather a good-looking boy, five fect 
six inches high, ruddy complexion, with jet black 
locks, about nineteen years of age. The circumstance 
has created a great deal of merriment and astonish- 
ment, particularly to her old master and mistress, 
with whom she was a great favourite for the six months 
she lived with them. 


A girl about 16 years of age, named Maria Atkin- 
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son, has been taken into custody at Manchester, 
charged with setting fire to the house of her master, 
on Wednesday last, no less than six different times! 
She admitted the offence; and, on being asked her 
motive, said, ‘* I don’t know.”’ 

Captain Harcourt, or D’Harcourt, of St. Leonard’s- 
hill, near Windsor, expired on Tuesday morning. It 
will be remembered that he succeeded to the property 
of St. Leonard’s-hill on the death of his mother, the 
Marquise D’Harcourt, some time in last June, her 
ladyship having met her death by having swallowed a

eceased Captain D’Harcourt, who was more than 44 
years old, had had two attacks of apoplexy since his 
residence at St. Leonard’s-hill.

The same evening, about seven o’clock, he was again 
seized with apoplexy, and, although attendance was 
immediately called in, before six o’clock on Tuesday 
morning he was a corpse. The property at St. Leo- 
nard’s, it is said, descends to George Simon Harcourt, 
Esq., of Ankerwyke, near Staines. 

A frightful accident, attended with fatal conse- 
quences, occurred on Monday evening on the Chester 
and Holyhead Railway, about one mile and a quarter 
from the Chester station, by the failure of one of the

The little craft 
had gained the roads, and was making for her moor- 
ings, when, alas! she became unmanageable, set at 
defiance the authority of the helm, and was caught by 
the wind; her sails were taken aback, and she went 
down stern foremost.

The priest, Dr. Behngeben, is not in any 
danger. 

Letters from Rome of the 14th inst. state that 
the Pope’s birthday was celebrated with great 
enthusiasm on the 13th. <A grand religious ser 
vice was performed at the church of St. John of 
Lateran, after which his Holiness bestowed his 
benediction on the multitude, who conducted him 
back to his palace in triumph, strewing the streets 
through which he passed with flowers, and rending 
the air with deafening cheers of affection.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


Who is there that does not remember the day on 

which he, or she, first perused ‘*‘The Robbers of 

Schiller,’ or “The Don Carlos,” or ‘Cabal and 

Love”? ‘The first, the offspring of early genius, 

and of a spirit that had been long cramped in its 

free exercise, is, with all its crudity and imperfect- 
ness of moral aim, a massive composition strongly 
reminding us of the works of the elder and classi- 

cal triad. Perhaps it would be difficult to find a 

work more opposite in all respects to ‘The Rob- 

bers” than the ‘* Don Carlos,’’ which appears in the 
third issue of ‘‘ The Standard Library,’’ containing 
The Works of Frederick Schiller 

(1 vol., If. G. Bohn), in company with ‘ Mary 

Stuart,” “The Bride of Messina,’ and ‘The 

Maid of Orleans.” 

At the court of Philip the Second, Pity and 
Fear, the essentials of Tragedy, in lieu of being 
exaggerated sd as almost to revolt, the sympathies 
steal over us with inexpressible subtlety, plunge 
us into a dream from which we awake with diffi- 
culty, and leave nothing to be desired on the score 
of art. The last scene of ‘The Robbers,’’ if one 
of the most fearful, is also one of those which 
outrages every principle and every tie, and would 
seem to defy an overruling Providence ; but in 
‘Don Carlos”? human agency takes its natural 
course, and human probability stamps it on the 
heart as a fact—a great fact—there to remain un- 
disturbed for ever. Here it is :-—

Cantos. The QuEEN. Afterwards the Kina. and 
Attendants. 

Canrwos in monk's attire, a mask over his face, which 
he is just taking off : under his arm a naked sword, 
It is quite dark.

A Picture-Book 
without pictures, by Hans Christian Andersen, 
translated from the German of Dela Motte Fouqué 
by Meta Taylor (1 vol., Bogue), lifts us up into 
the realms of fancy, there to look down upon the 
stuggles of perplexed humanity with an exalted 
philanthropy, a sorrowful but softened feeling of 


compassion akin, so poetry would tell us, to that of 


the angelic natures. Yes, poetry, true poetry, has 
its mission even in iron and railway days like our 
own! We quote the following as a sample of the 
quality of this delightful book. ‘The prefatory por- 
tion is necessary for the understanding of what 
follows :— 

‘‘ Strange it is, that, at those very times when I am 
conscious of the warmest and best feelings, my hand 
and tongue seem, as it were, tied, so that I can ex- 
press nothing, nor give utterance to any of the thoughts 
that fill my breast. And yet Iam a painter: my eye 
tells me this, and every one has acknowledged it who 
has seen my sketches and my pictures. 

“‘T am a poor fellow, living in one of the narrowest 
of streets; yet there is no want of light, for I live high 
up, and have a view over all the roofs. For some 
days after I first came to town, the whole scene around 
appeared to be, crowded and yet lonely. In place of 
the groves and green hills, 1 saw nothing but dark 
grey chimneys as far as my eye could reach. I met 
with no one whom I knew, no familiar face greeted 
me. 

“One evening I was standing with a heavy heart 
at the casement. I opened it and looked out, Imagine 
my delight, when I beheld the face of an old friend—a 
round, kind face, looking down on me—iny best friend 
in my little garret. It was the Moon, the dear old 
Moon, with the same unaltered gleam, just as she ap- 
peared when, through the branches of the willows, 
she used to shine upon me as I sat on the mossy bank 
beside the river. I kissed my hand to her, and she 
beamed full into my chamber, and promised to look in 
upon me whenever she went out; and this she has 
faithfully done. At every visit she tells me of one 
thing or another that she has seen during the past 
night, in her silent passage across the sky, ‘Sketch 
what I relate to you,’ said..the Moon at her first 
visit, ‘and you will have a pretty picture-book.’ I 
acted upon the hint: in, my own fashion I could give 
a new ‘Thousand and one Nights’ in pictures; but 
this would be too tedious. The sketches I present 
are not selected, but given as I received them: a 
painter, poct, or musician might make something of 
them. What I offer are merely slight sketches upon 
paper, the framework of my thought. ‘The Moon 
came not every evening—a cloud often intervened.”

In the present instance 
she had an admirable support in that truly accom- 
plished artist, Gardoni. It would have been difficult 
to have found in the whole range of the musical world 
a tenor more exactly cut out for a male companion to 
the charming Jenny than the youthful Gardoni. 
‘Sure such a pair were never seen so justly formed to 
meet by Nature.’”” Madame Solari did all that could 
be done with the Marchese di Berkenjield, as did Y. 
Lablache as Sulpizio Sergente. 'The following is an 
outline of the plot :— 

This opera was composed by Donizetti in 1839, for 
the ‘‘ Opéra Comique”’ of Paris, and subsequently pro- 
duced at almost every continental theatre. 

The scene is laid in the Tyrol during the French 
occupation. ‘The 2lst Regiment of the Grand Army 
has adopted a young girl, Maria, who was found in a 
field of battle by Sergeant Sulpizio, A letter addressed 
to the Marguise de Berkenfied is the only document 
discovered with her. Su/pizio adopts her. Maria 
grows up under the protection of the 21st, whose, 
vivandiére she becomes, accompanying them in their 
marches, and exciting them to victory. 

In the mountains of: the Tyrol Maria has met with 
Tonio, a young peasant, who saved her from falling 
down a precipice. ‘They become mutually enamoured. 
Tonio, urged by his passion, follows the regiment, at 
the risk of being considered a spy by his countrymen. 
He demands of the regiment the hand of its adopted 
daughter. The 2lst assemble, deliberate, and at 
length consent, on condition that Zonio joins them. 
He consents, but an unforeseen obstacle arises. Sal- 
pizio meets the Marquise de Berkenfield, gives her the 
letter found on Maria, who is acknowledged as the 
daughter of a French captain and the Marguise’s 
sister. Claimed by her aunt, Maria leaves the regi- 
ment and Tonio, 

Three years elapse. Jfaria is no longer the joyous 
vivandiére, but a noble and accomplished maiden. 
However, her life wearies her: she regrets the savage 
and wandering life of the regiment; often thinks of 
Tonio, so loved and so elevated. A drum isheard, and 
a troop enters the chiteau,—it is a detachment of the 
2Ist, headed by Tonio, whose courage has led to his 
promotion, ‘he lovers meet, and Tonio hopes that 
his epaulette will procure for him the consent of the 
Marquise. That lady, however, refuses, having be- 
trothed Maria to the son ofa duchess. The lovers re- 
solve on flight. This the Marquise detects, and makes 
a formal appeal to Maria, telling her that she is not 
her niece, but her own daughter, but that she had 
hitherto concealed her marriage with a humble Trench 
captain. 

Maria, who had refused to obey her aunt, yields to 
the prayer of her mother,—consenting to marry the 
young duke and reject Zonio. ‘Louched by this proof 


perfection. 

Those who love to hear Jenny Lind (and who, in 
this respect, is not a lover ?) should listen to her in 
the “ Figlia del Reggimento,” for this opera may al- 
most be called an accompanied solo. She is in this, 
what she somehow or other renders herself in most 
cases EVERYTHING! ‘The usual calls were made 
and responded to. ‘lhe scenery by Mr. Marshall was, 
as it mostly is, full of imagination and fine painting ; 
and our talented countryman Balfe, of whom every 
English musician has a right to be justly proud, con- 
ducted with all the power, but, at the same time, all 
the modesty, that has ever marked his career since he 
has 80 ably filled the exalted position he now holds. 
Why is his ‘ Falstaff’? not revived ? 

ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA, COVENT-GARDEN. 

Donizetti’s ‘‘ Lucrezia Borgia’? was again per- 
formed here on Tuesday eveniug, and a splendid per- 
formance it proved to be. Lucrezia is one of those 
parts that make us sigh when we think of witnessing 
them represented by any but a Grisi; in such charac- 
ters she is ‘‘ herself alone.’’ Her singing and her 
acting on Tuesday evening were magnificent; but, 
indeed, the whole performance might be justly so de- 
signated. With such an Orsini as that superb artiste 
Alboni; such a Gennaro as Mario; a Don Alfonzo 
like Tamburini, little less could be expected. 

On Thursday (an extra night) the Aabitués of this 
magnificent theatre were thrown into perfect ecstasies 
by the production of Mozart’s ‘11 Don Giovanni ;”’ 
cast in a manner that leaves all former casts com- 
pletely in the shade. That this effort on the part 
of the management was duly appreciated by the pub- 
lic the crowded state of the house clearly testified. 
Very soon after the announcement of ‘Il Don Gio- 
vanni’’ to be performed on Thursday had been made 
not a box was left unlet. ‘11 Don Giovanni’? was 
originally written for the theatre at Prague, where it 
was produced in 1787, and was at first entitled “ Il Dis- 
soluto Punito Ossia Il Don Giovanni ; it was adapted 
from the Spanish tale, ‘‘ El] Combidado de Piedra,”’ of 
Tirso de Molina, and met with enormous success. As 
an entire work it pee be regarded as the very climax 
of musical art, and should be studied night and day 
by all young composers. In this opera we find a won- 
derful combination of simplicity and profound erudition 
—natural melody wedded to the grandest orchestral 
embellishments. From the first note of the overture 
to the last of the concluding finale it is a fault- 
less work. When we state the cast on Thursday 
evening, our readers may easily imagine the perfect 
ensemble, and the magnificent manner in which this 
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great work was brought out. Donna Anna, Grisi; 
Zerlina, Persiani; Donna Elvira, Corbari; Don Ot- 
tavia, Mario; Don Giovanni, Tamburini; Leporello, 
Rovere ; 2 Commendatore, Tagliafico; Masétto, Ley. 
The effect produced by such a combination of first- 
rate talents can easily be imagined. The revival of 
this opera reflects the highest credit upon the truly 
liberal management of this establishment, and Mr. 
Beale, as the principal director, deserves our warmest 
acknowledgments. The effects of triple orchestra and 
double chorus were splendid; and the scenery by Mr. 
Grieve and Mr. Telbin deserves our highest commen- 
dation. Fanny Elssler and the graceful Dumilatre 
delighted the audience in the new grand ballet, ‘‘ La 
Salamandrine,” and thus wound up the evening’s per- 
formance magnificently. 
PRINCESS'S. 

On Monday evening the tragedy of‘ Hamlet”’ was per- 
formed at this theatre, and we were delighted once more 
tosee that truly greatactor, Mr.Macready,on the London 
boards. We cannot but regret the unfortunate state 
of our legitimate drama, that, for nearly the whole 
year round, compels such an actor to find employ- 
ment in the provinces. Why should London, the first 
capital of Europe, be left without a national stage ? 
Two foreign Operas are crowded to the ceiling three 
nights in the week; the French Plays supported 
munificently. All this proves there can be no lack of 
money. The French Government, for years, paid 
some fifty thousand pounds annually for the support 
of the French stage and the French opera; but it is 
useless to complain ; we must, we suppose, be thankful 
for angel visits of dramatic genius that come ‘ few and 
far between.” 

The reception of Mr. Macready upon his first 
appearance was overwhelming ; it appeared to inspire 
him with more than his wonted genius. | We do 
not remember to-have witnessed any performance 
of this great tragedian finer than it was on Monday 
night. Mrs. Warner enacted the Queen, and 
evinced great excellence both in the conception 
and execution of the character. The Gravedigger 
was admirably supported by Mr. Compton, ‘This gen- 
tleman’s dry humour and refined education render 
him one of our very best Shaksperian actors, The 
theatre was crowded in almost every part. Mr, Mac- 
ready was loudly called for and furiously applauded at 
the conclusion of the tragedy. His engagement is 
unfortunately for but twelve nights. Let us hope that 
some alteration in the theatrical world will have taken 
place ere the winter season begin, and that we may 
yet see Mr. Macready at the head of a national theatre. 
“Tt is a consummation devoutly to be wished.” 


LYCEUM. 

No new feature has been added to the bill of fare at 
this theatre, further than the announcement of the 
intended withdrawal of Mr. and Mrs. Keelev from the 
management. The theatre will close on the 12th of 
June; and it is expected that Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
Mathews will become the new lessees. Nothing is as 
yet signed, Mr. Arnold insisting upon clauses which 
few people in their senses could agree to. Our readers 
who may take an interest in this house will not be 
sorry to find by the following letter from Mr. Strutt, 
addressed to the Morning Post, that there is at all 
events an effort being made to discover whether the 
unfortunate shareholders are or are not ever to expect 


justice. The letter requires no comment from us :— 
“ LYCEUM THEATRE DEBENTURE-HOLDERS, 
“ To the Editor of the Morning Post. 

“ Sir,—I am alluded to by Mr. Arnold in a letter which 
appears in your columns to-day—you will therefore, I trust, 
allow me to offer a few words of reply. I will not imitate 
that individual in his attempt to convert a question of 
account into a personal quarrel, much as I, in common with 
those who have hitherto investigated the matter, must be dis- 
posed to commend his tact in that respect. Creditors must 
be pardoned for not being very content to accept a display of 
irritability in lieu of an array of figures. 

“ ‘rhe “limited number’ of creditors at whom Mr. Arnold 
sneers, and who on Friday passed a unanimous vote of cen- 
sure, held debentures to the value of nearly ten thousand 
pounds. To a man of Mr, Arnold’s magnificent ideas this 
amount of property may appear insignificant; but as, on the 
other hand, it is of importance to its possessors, and as Mr. 
Arnold admits their right to know something about its con- 
dition, it would have been less suspicious and more business- 
like had Mr. Arnold attended the meeting of Friday. He 
had ample pnblic and private notice to attend, and he could 
have entertained no fear that the representatives of so trum- 
pery a sum as the £10,000 should ask him any disagrecable 
question. The proceeding would have been more in accord- 
ance with English habits in reference to money matters than 
his absenting himself from the meeting of the creditors, and 
endeavouring to dispose of their just complaints by concoct- 
ing an affectedly off-hand but really cautious and evasive 
letter to the public, not to the parties interested. 

“ In eleven years Mr, Arnold has rendered #0 accounts to 
the debenture-holders. To myself, in consequence of most 
urgent appeals (which were as disagreeable to myself to 
make as they were, doubtless, distasteful to him to receive), 
he has forwarded a statement, which shows a balance of 
nearly £2500 due to the debenture-holders ; but this very 
statement, comprising the receipt and alleged expenditure of 
£26,000, Mr. Arnold, with his usual business habits, says is 
but ‘an average,’ and therefore no necopnt at all. In your 
paper of to-day he is kind enough " gus it his own state- 
ment, and to report that it is ‘strictly correct,’ but that im- 
portant interests are at stake. Stl tt call this ludicrous. 
The public, whom he has chosen to ac dress, instead of an- 
swering the requisitions of the creditors, will probably cha- 
racterise his conduct by another word.—I am, sir, yours

The opera season has commenced at this house, and 
promises to be most productive; but that can scarcely 
be wondered at with such siogere as Miss Rainforth, 
Miss Isaacs, Mr. Harrison, and Mr, Leffler.

The clique who believed that there never was, nor ever 
will be, but one composer in the world, and that one 
Beethoven, will, we fear, denounce, in voices of thunder, 
the directors of the Philharmonic for daring to send 
forth a single programme unadorned by that great 
name being attached to at least three fourths of the 
whole evening’s performance. In the above Beet- 
hoven’s name occurs but once, and then only to the 
worn-out overture of ‘‘ Egmont.’’ While we find the 
opening made by the omission of a portion of Beethoven’s 
works filled by such efforts of inspiration as Mozart’s 
symphony in E flat we will not only be satisfied, but 
will actually thank the directors for the agreeable 
change. Mozart’s symphony was beautifully per- 
formed; but, indeed, few things could be executed 
differently by such a band as that of the Philhar- 
monic, and under such a conductor as Mr. Costa. 
Madame Dorus Gras has returned to us, and was, 
upon her entrance, heartily greeted. We did not ad- 
mire Halevy’s ‘‘Me voild seule ;”” but in Meyer- 
beer’s “En vain j’espére’”’ the full powers of her 
voice and science were brought out to perfection. 
Why will concerto-players believe that the patience of 
an audience is as inexhaustible as their own love of 
showing what they can do? Had Vieuxtemps’ con- 
certo for violin been about one-fourth as long as it was 
he would have gained at least four times as much ap- 
plause as he did, and the auditory more than that pro- 
portion of pleasure. Sphor’s ‘‘Characteristic Sin- 
fonia’” was wonderfully performed: we say wonderfully, 
for there are few orchestral works more difficult to ex- 
ecute than this—‘‘ The Consecration of Sound.’”’ Miss 
Dolby executed Mendelssohn’s air, ‘O, rest in the 
Lord,” from “Elijah,” with great tasteand purity.” The 
‘« Jubilee’? overture of Weber concluded the evening’s 
treat. Is the copying of parts so terribly expensive 
that we must never hope to hear a new work or two? 
Surely ‘‘ Egmont” and some dozen other pieces have 
done their duty, and should be allowed to take a few 
bars rest.

LAW AND POLICE. 

MANSION-HOUSE.—Mr. Goldham, the clerk of Bil- 
lingsgate market, appeared before the Lord Mayor for 
the purpose of making a representation, at the request 
of some highly respectable dealers and several of the 
inhabitants of Billingsgate, involving a question of 
much importance to the poor. An act had lately 
passed, which had the effect of repealing the statute 
of the 10th and 11th of William LV., which permitted 
the sale of mackerel on Sundays, between the hours of 
divine service. Now, the act which repealed that sta- 
tute presented some serious difficulties as to the con- 
structions to which it was liable. It appeared in the 
opinion of some that the recent act extended to the 
prohibition of the sale of mackerel generally through 
the metropolis, while others thought that it affected 
the sale of the perishable commodity in Billingsgate 
market alone, and that mackerel fight be sold on the 
premises of salesmen which were not connected with 
the market. ‘The market was, of course, completely 
closed against the vending of mackerel, as well as of 
other fish, on Sundays ; but two salesmen who resided 
in the immediate neighbourhood, and who put the 
latter construction upon the act, had opened their 
premises, and sold away by wholesale on the Sunday, 
to the great chagrin of the great body of the market- 
salesmen, and the annoyance of the inhabitants, who 
looked for the enjoyment of peace and quictness on 
the Sabbath in that locality. The partial operation of 
the act, under these circumstances, was an evil which 
was very severely felt.—Mr. Goodman, the chief clerk, 
upon being referred to by the Lord Mayor, said it 
appeared to him, judging from the words used in the 
act, that the market and the regulations of the market 
were only meant to be affected, and that the prohibition 
did not extend to the premises of salesmen or others 
throughout the metropolis, ‘Chere was, however, such 
remarkable ambiguity in the phraseology of modern 
acts of Parliament, that it appeared to be indispen- 
sably necessary to consult the framers of bills them- 
selves on the accurate construction of them.—The 
Lord Mayor: It is my wish to give the most liberal 
construction of the meaning of all bills which tend to 
interfere with the comforts of the poor. ‘To prevent 
the sale of so perishable a fish as mackerel, the very 
perishableness of the nature of which makes it impe- 
rative upon the dealers in it to sell it at a rate prac- 
ticable to the poorer classes, is what I should be very 
sorry to be called upon as a magistrate to give my 
sanction. We all know that a very few hours will, in 
such weather as we had on Sunday, decompose mac- 
kerel, and it was on that account that the sale of the 
article on Sundays was legalized. I do not know how 
we can be considered acting justifiably by doing away 
with the cheap luxury of that fish upon the only day 
on which the poor may be able to enjoy it.—Mr. Good- 
man repeated that, as far as he was capable of under- 
standing the act of Parliament, it merely referred to 
the supply of fish to the market, and the regulations 
of the market. But perhaps it would be advisable to 
have the promoters of the measure before the Lord 
Mayor, in order to ascertain what they really meant 
by repealing the act of William, which sanctioned so 
excusable a practice.—His lordship adopted the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Goodman, and directed that the gentle- 
men who framed the bill should be requested to attend 
at the justice-room, and intelligibiy express their 
meaning. ; 

A gentleman appeared on Monday to complain of 
the conduct of the persons who exercise authority in 
the Greenwich steam-vessels. His object was, he said, 
to prevent the destructive accidents which, if the 
magistrates did not interfere, must take place on the 
river, in consequence of the system acted upon by those 
to whom the management of the boats was entrusted. 
—The Lord Mayor expressed his gratification at the 
determination of the public to seek for the protection 
of the magistrates in cases in which their authority 
was no longer questionable.—The applicant said that 
he got into No, 12 Waterman steamer at Greenwich, 
having under his care a little boy. Immediately after 
he got in such multitudes followed as completely pre- 
vented the possibility of his return to the shore, and 
there he was penned up with hundreds until the arrival 
of the vessel in London. ‘The greatest alarm prevailed 
on board, particularly amongst the females, many of 
whom were in tears, and making appeals to the persons 
who seemed to have any authority, but who wholly 
disregarded and, indeed, ridiculed the complaint, 
although the water was coming in upon the deck. No 
effort whatever was made at the place of embarkation 
to prevent a greater number from entering the boat 
than the Court of Aldermen’s regulations authorized ; 
so that there remained no alternative to those who got 
on board but to stay on board, and torun all the hazard 
and to endure all the annoyance of the terrific crowd. 
—The Lord Mayor: Have you ascertained the master’s 
name ?—The Applicant: It was quite impossible to 
get near the master. We were all crammed together, 
and could not get a foot beyond the position in which 
we were either way. When danger was spoken of, the 
officials only laughed at those who complained.—The 
Wate Mayor: You must apply to the clerk of the 
eatin tte Gam pan ‘for the name of the master, and 
comtintasion df ere. ‘There is plenty of evidence of the 

4 serious offence; but a vast deal de- 
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pends upon the determination of individuals to follow 
up complaints of this kind. I can assure you that I 
shall, in every instance, rigorously perform my duty 
by enforcing the highest penalties for any infringement 
of the law. I very much fear that the necessary im- 
pression will not be made until we hear of some dread- 
ful catastrophe on the river.—The applicant said that 
on the Continent policemen were stationed at the 
several places of embarkation to prevent more persons 
from embarking than there appeared to be room and 
accommodation for. It was his intention to follow up 
the complaint. 

GuILpDHALL.—A VERY CanpiIp PIckPpocKET.—Two 
well-known London ‘ conveyancers,’? named Seppling 
and Smith, were charged with practising their old 
game of picking pockets. They were watched down 
Ludgate-hill by one of the City detective force, and on 
coming up to a crowd of persons who were viewing 
some processior, Smith managed to whip a handker- 
chief out of a gentleman’s pocket, Seppling acting as 
a cover.—Smith: Now, Mr. Policeman, which pocket 
did you say I took it out of ?—Constable: The right- 
hand one.—Smith: Now, it just shows what a false- 
swearing man you are, for it was the left one. 
(Laughter.)—Mr. Alderman Sidney: You are both re- 
manded, so that the gentleman who owns the hand- 
kerchief may attend, when no doubt you will be 
transported. 

Bow-stRreEt.—A young man, who gave the name 
of Joseph Squires, was placed at the bar, charged with 
being concerned with others not in custody in picking 
the pocket of Captain Mervin Archdall, M.P., of the 
Inniskilling Dragoons, under the following circum- 
stances :—Captain Henry Dalrymple White, of the 
same regiment, stated that about four o’clock on the 
afternoon of Sunday he was proceeding to the Hunger- 
ford-market pier with his friend, who was in advance 
of him, when he saw the prisoner, who was accom- 
panied by others, put his hand into the prosecutor’s 
coat pocket, upon which he called out to him, and, 
laying hold of the prisoner, held him fast until a 
constable came up, to whom he gave him in charge. 
-Previous to taking him to the station the captain’s 
pocket-book produced was found at a short distance, 
where it was possible he might have thrown it to an 
accomplice.—Thompson, }* division, proved that he 
found £8 upon the prisoner, together with a valuable 
diamond ring, having a private mark upon it, which 
he attempted to swallow. The prisoner was well 
known to himas an associate of convicted thieves, and 
he resided in thencighbourhood of Shoreditch, although 
he refused to give his address.—The diamond ring 
was ordered to be detained, and the witnesses being 
bound over, the prisoner was directed to stand com- 
mitted for trial. 

Lampetu., — A Sebr-accusina Tuer. — John 
Byrne, a seafaring man, was placed at the bar before 
Mr. Elliott for final examination. About ten days 
ago the prisoner called at the police station-house in 
Lock’s-fields, and gave himself up to Sergeant Morton 
on two charges—the one for robbing a man of his 
watch at a public-house-in Manor-street, Hull, and the 
other for obtaining cash from a Mr, Ward, of that 
place, on his monthly note, and not going to sea. He 
was remanded to give the sergeant an opportunity of 
communicating with the parties at Hull. Morton 
now produced answers to his letters denying the 
prisoner’s statements, though that experienced officer 
declared it to be his opinion that they were perfectly 
true, but that the parties did not wish the trouble of 
prosecution. ‘lhe prisoner, who seemed anxious for 
a prosecution, declared that this was the fact, but in 
the absence of all evidence as to his guilt, beyond his 
own assertion, he was discharged. 

RicuMonp.—A Courtsui1p.—A man named George 
Sweet, tall and gentlemanly-looking, who described 
himself as a currier out of business, and living at 
Brentford, was re-examined upon a charge of being 
found concealed upon the premises of Mr. Ommaney, 
at Richmond, with intent to commit a felony. It ap- 
peared that the prisoner had been allowed to pay his 
addresses to the cook, but had been strictly prohibited 
from staying in the house. In spite of this prohi- 
bition he was found concealed in the cellar, and upon 
him were found a lawn handkerchief and a telescope, 
which were the property of Mrs. Soane, the landlady 
of the house, and also a key which fitted the plate 
chest.—The prisoner said the handkerchief was lent to 
him by the cook, who stated that Mrs. Soane had 
given it to her; that the telescope was also lent him 
by the cook to amuse himself with in the neighbour- 
hood; and that the key belonged to his own trunk, 
which proved to be the case.—The Bench decided 
that the evidence was sufficient to show that the 
prisoner had concealed himself in the house for an un- 
lawful purpose, and sentenced him, as a rogue and 
vagabond, to be imprisoned in the House of Cor- 
rection, and kept to hard labour for two months. 

Tur Murpers av MirrieLp.—EXAMINATION OF 
THE Suspected Murperrers.—Michael M‘Cabe and 
Patrick Reid, the two prisoners now in custody on 
suspicion of being concerned in this atrocious crime, 
were examined on Saturday last, at the police station 
at Dewsbury, before Mr. Joshua Ingham, chairman, 
and Messrs. J. B. Greenwood, John Hague, H. W.
